The German reply delivered by the 
German foreign office three days ago 
to Ambassador Gerard, had been de- 
layed in transmission. It was at once 
converted from the diplomatic code 
and sent to the White House to be 
laid before the president, who, how- 
ever, had already been informed of 
its contents by Mr. Gerard in the un- 
official text published two days ago. 
Great Britain's reply to the repre- 


sentation on the use 
of 
America's 
flap; bears upon the American view 
of the German reply, and the next 
step is the negotiations with Berlin, 
for in expecting Germany to identify 
American 
ships 
before 
attacking 


them by 
submarines, 
the 
United 
States is anxious there shall be no 
general use of the American flag by 
foreign vessels. 
The state 
depart- 


ment is willing to let the Wilhelmina 
case be adjudicated by a prize court 
and thus be the legal foundation for 
other proceedings of a like charac- 
ter.

New German Complaint. 
Germany 
and 
Austria, 
through 
their ambassadors here, complained 
to the state department here that sub- 
marines were being built 
in 
the 
United States for Great Britain and 
shipped in part to Canada. 


In a statement on the subject the 
German embassy says: 
"The plants of the Bethlehem and 
Union Iron Works at San Francisco 
are. according to reliable information," 
sending the component parts of sub- 
marines ordered by the British gov- 
ernment to Canada. 
Submarines for 
England are also 'being built at Bos- 
ton and Seattle. 
"The attention of the United States 
department of state has been drawn 
to this fact by the German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian embassies as being in 
•ontradietion with the laws of neu- 
rality." 
Puts Responsibility on U. S. 
Berlin, Feb. 20.—The Berlin news- 
papers, with one exception, 
publish 
without comment a Washington dis- 
patch received 
by way of Amster- 
3am in which Secretary Daniels of 
the United States wavy is quoted as 
saying that no American warships 
would be used to convoy American 
merchantmen. 
The Kreuzzeitung says: 
"If this report is correct and Sec- 
retary Daniels' declaration expresess 
the attitude of the cabinet, the re- 
sponsibility rests on America for all 
the accidents which we should like 
10 avoid and for-the avoidance of 
which we gave into the hands of the 
United States the only possible rem- 
edy."

SLEEP, EAT AND>IGHT 


IN TRENCHES OF MUD 


Paris, Feb. 20.—Georges Qudnton, a 
reservist who was cited in the orders 
of the day for holding out, alone of 
all his section, against the attack of 
November .12 near Ypres, sends some 
Interesting notes of trench life. 
He writes: 
"Four, days in the mud up to our 
•knees when we stand up to flre; up 
to the armpits when we sit down to 
rest; as for lying down In it,.that's 
not to be thought of. 
"Here at the rest depot we find the 
illustrated papers with • photographs 
of 'parlor trenches' such as we have- 
n't had the luck to see. 
The real 
business in hand is transacted in a 
narrow ditch, a yard and a half deep, 
with a foot of mud, water or slush at 
the bottom of it, and a low bridge of 
earth on the edge toward the Ger- 
mans who batter it with their bullets 
and scatter it with their shells. 
"Back of the lines in the 'cagnas' 
as we call the covered trenches, and 
at rest in the villages, life is dull 
and uninteresting—nothing to do but 
grease boots, clean guns 
and chaff 
the Taubes. No one seems-to be sor- 
ry when their turn in the trenches 
comes. Every man then is a bundle 
of nerves but that 
doesn't prevent 
the traditional Gallic wit and effer- 
vescence from showing itself. A Ger- 
man sentinel or an officer on obser- 
vation becomes not only the target 
for bullets but a butt of sarcasm. A 
pig dragged to the 
front from a 
deserted village 
Is 
attached to a 
cord and pushed over the bank of the 
trench with .a Prussian helmet on his 
head. The 'booches' saves 
us 
the 
trouble of Sticking him and we drag 
him hack where we can roast him 
and eat him at leisure. 
"I don't know how to account for 
it, but with wet feet for days at a 
stretch I can't catch even a cold in 
the head, while in Paris I have an 
average ol foul- cases of bronchitis 
every winter. 
Alongside me there's 
a fellow who weighed-in Just outside 
the' 200-pound limit—escaped . being 
exempted 
by a few 
insignificant 
ounces. He used to spend a few 
thousand 'francs every season to lose 
from 5 to 10 pounds at Vichy; he Kas 
already lost 20 here and is as hard 
as nails; next year he says he'll biiy 
a farm somewhere, dig; trenches and

Survivor Describes Tactics of German 


Submarine In. Destroying Un- 


. armed Vessel.

Cherbourg, was told last night -by- 
the boatswain of the vessel which 
was sent to the bottom Tuesday. 


The submarine which sunk them, 


he said, was the U-16, which.pursued 
the Ville de Ville some distance and 
maneuvered in such a way as to pre- 
vent her escape. 
Then the Germans 
hoisted the signal "Stop or we fire 
on you," after which the steamer 
stopped and 
the 
submarine came 
alongside the steamer. 
"I will give 
you ten minutes to leave the ship," 
said the commander, according to the 
boatswain's story. The crew com- 
plied with the order and took to the 
boats, pulling toward Barfleur. 
Meanwhile two men from the sub- 
marine went aboard the steamer and 
placed two bombs, one in the cap- 
tain's room and the other in the fore- 
castle. Ten minutes later there were 
two explosions and the ship began to 
sink stern first. The captain and 
crew wept as they saw their ship go 
down. After the bombs 
had 
been 
placed aboard the Ville de Lille, 'the 
submarine stopped 
a 
Dutch ship, 
which was allowed to proceed after 
the Germans 
satisfied 
themselves 
there was no contraband aboard.- 
The submarine men 
returned,"to 


t;he Ville de Lille.'s boat when it was 
lieen what desperate efforts the sail- 
ors were making to row to the :coast 
and took them . in tow until the 'Bar- 
fleur light was in sight. 
The captain of the steamer did not 
have time" to dress fully •before'-he 
left the ship, and injured his" chin 
in clamboring into -the -boat.'.. The 
Germari commander, 
observing the 
captain's injury, -took 
him -aboard 
the submarine and gave him first- aid 
treatment. 
The Germans also sup- 
plied the master o'£ the' steamer with 
a fine pair o£ sea boots, as he had 
been compelled to leave his .own be- 
hind. 


LUSITANIA RETURNS 


FROM OVER SEA TRIP 


British Steamer Forced to Use Stars 


and 
Stripes 
During 
Voyage 


Through Irish- Sea. 


New York, Feb. 
20.—The British 
liner, Lusitania, reached New York 
from 
Liverpool, having made 
the 
trip, her officers said, without find- 
ing it necessary to hoist the United 
States flag. On the outward voyage 
the liner sailed under the stars and 
stripes while In the Irish sea. 
Fear of the 
German submarines 
kept the big vessel at anchor in the 
Merssey for nearly five hours after 
she left her docks, v Until an hour or 
more after nightfall, according to pas- 
sengers, the ship's officers said they 
were waiting for favorable tides. 
Cotton Ship at Bremen. 
Amsterdam, Feb. 
20.—The Ameri- 
can steamship, J. L. 
Luckenfnach, 
which left Boston Jan. 7 with a cargo 
of cotton and wood 
for Bremen, ar- 
ried at the latter port today. The 
pilot who boarded the vessel at Ymu^ 
tiden, was arrested, but later re- 
leased on proving that he was a 
Dutchman. 
The wait lasted from 2:58 o'clock in 
the afternoon until 7:47 In, the even- 
ing. Then the Ijisltania proceeded at 
full speed 
down the. channel in the 
darkness.

Repeal of Half Million- Dollar Appro- 


priation of Last Legislature lit

money for which becomes available 
under the terms of the present law 
March 1, may be repealed 
by this 


legislature. Discovery was made to- 
day that a bill by Senator J. Henry 
Bennett of Viroqua, which prohibits 
the 
'university 
from "establishing 


more than a two year medical course, 
also contains 
a one line provision 


that -repeals the appropriation for 
$300,000 to be used for. several new 
buildings at the university. Assem- 
blyman Henry Hoffman* of Calumet 
county is the author of the bill to re- 
peal tb,e 
appropriation 
of $200,000 
made two years ago for the erection 
of a men's dormitory and union. 
The $300,000 which 
the 
Bennett 
hill would repeal was specifically ap- 
propriated for new 
buildings and 
improvements. Of the total amount 
$58,000 was to be used for a wing to 
agricultural soils building; $6,000 for 
agricultural college 
annex; 
$45,000 
for Wisconsin high school building; 
$50,000 for shop building and modi- 
fications to the present 
old shop 
building; $150,OK)0 for a liberal arts 
building; $15,000 for, new boilers and 
•permanent improvements at'the heat- 
ing plant;, physics building, $200,000 
and equipment to the educational 
buildings $100,000. A -part 
of 
the 
money for these ' buildings became 
available March 1, 1914, but owing to 
the protest over the high taxes was 
not used. It i s therefore probable 
that instead o£ the Bennett 
bill re- 
pealing $3iJO,000, it will ultimately be 
found that his bill alone reaches a 
half- million 'dollar appropriation. 
• It is', understood that as apart of 
the appropriation 
for -the physics 
bundling' became: - available one year 
ago with the approval of Gov., Mc- 
Govern, -the contracts have

awarded for this building, so that 
this will .probably be erected.

French fleet, it was. officially an- 
nounced here todayi bombarded the 
forts of the Dardanelles on

"Yesterday, morning at eight o'clock 
a British fleet of battleships and bat- 
tle ^cruisers accompanied by a flotilla 
and aided by a strong French squad- 
ron, the 
whole under -command of 
vice Admiral Garden, began an attack 
upon the fort at the entrance to the' 
Dardanelles. 


Two Forts Bombarded.' 
'The forts of Cape Helles and Kum 
Kales! were bombarded with a delib- 
erate long range fire., Considerable 
effect was produced on two of the 
forts. 
Two of the others were fre- 
quently hit, but being open earth it 
was difficult to estimate the damage'. 
The forts being outranged, were un- 
able to reply to our flre. 


At-8:45-in.the afternoon a portion 
or the battleship force was ordered to 
close' in and engage the forts at closer 
range with their secondary batteries. • 
"The forts on both sides of the en- 
trance then opened flre and were en- 
gaged at moderate ranges by the Ven- 
geance, Cornwallia, Triumph, Suffren 
and Vouyet, supported by the Inflexi- 
ble ana the Agamemnon at long range 
The forts on the European side 
were apparently silent:

Dardanelles, firing 400 shots without 
much success."

JAP TROOPS TO WAR 


For One Corps Fifteen Ocean Liners 


Required, With Powerful 


Naval Convoy.

that it would require at'least fifteen 
ocean liners to.transport a Japanese 
army corps to the European battle- 
field, that the task would 
consume 
several 
months and strain the re- 
sources of the Japanese navy to the 
utmost, a dispatch from Petrograd to 
the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant 
quotes • the 
Petrograd Birschewska 
Wjidomosti as follows: 
It is assumed that for each infantry 
unit passage room equivalent to three 
tons space would be 
required, for 
each cavalry unit ten tons and for a 
gun 500 tons. The transportation of 
a Japanese army corps wound require 
about sixty steamers of 15,000 tons 
each. The Japanese merchant marine 
consist of 28,000 steamers and 30 00£ 
sailing vessels. Only steamers, of 
course, could be 
considered for so 
long a voyage. The Japanese steam- 
ers have a total capacity of 1,500,000 
tons. If Japan should undertake the 
transportation of .three army corps 
she would require about 200 steam 
crs.

With the increase in the number of 
transports the problem

against hostile men-of-war .becomes 
more difficult. The English navy is in 
capable, of giving aid, snce the Eng- 
lish coast must be defended and the 
English troop transports to France 
guarded. The defense" of the Japan- 
ese transports therefore would have 
to be left to the Japanese navy alone 
It is not unlikely that Japanese 
transports would be attacked by Ger- 
man subamrines and torpedo boats 
The guarding, men-of-war would have 
to exercise great vigilance. Battle- 
ships and cruisers must proceed, ac- 
company and follow a transport flotil- 
la, and torpedo 
boats must act as 
scouts. A considerable 
number oi 
swift cruisers would be required for 
recounoissance service. 
Considering the size and avallabil 
ity of the Japanese navy, it is not 
likely that the Japanese would dare 
to ship more than two or three army 
corps ot a time, and at least two 
months- would be required 
for the 
operation. It seems doubtful, in view 
of these facts and the attitude of the 
Japanese parliament, 
whether the 
mikado's 
government would embark 
on such an undertaking.
